IS DECIDED 


In Matter of McKenzie 


vs. Coslett for the 


Defendant 


In 
the 
District 
Court 
yesterday 


Judge Curler decided the mining- case 
of Peter A. McKenzie against George 
Coslett. 
The amount involved will 


reach twenty or twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 
The facts are about as fol- 


lows: 
In March, 1901, both McKenzie 


and Coslett were residents of Tusca- 
rora. 
Coslett left in March of that 


year for Tonopah, then just beginning" 
to boom. 
McKenzie claimed he and 


Coslett formed a partnership agree- 
ment, a few clays before Coslett's de- 
parture from Tuscarora, for the pur- 
pose of prospecting for and leasing 
mines at Tonopah and that he had 
advanced forty-five dollars to Coslett 
us a first payment on the joint expense 
account; that Coslett received 
the 


money, went to Tonopah and in April, 
of that year, secured an interest in one 
of the leases on the Mlzpah ledge from 
which Coslett excluded McKenzie and, 
with his co-lessees, E. A, Stauts and 
T. ~W. "Wilkerson, took out about one 
hundred thousand dollars; that when 
McKenzie made his demand for his 
Interest, Coslett denied that he had 
any 
interest, whereupon 
suit 
was 


"brought by McKenzie in January, 1902, 
for a dissolution of the partnership, an 
accounting and a receiver was appoint- 
ed to take charge of the lease. 


The suit was originally, brought In 


Nye county but by stipulation of coun- 
sel was transferred to Reno for trial. 
In November, 1002, Coslett by his at- 
torneys, I-I. R. Cooke and E. L. 'Wil- 
liams, moved to discharge the receiver, 
which motion occupied about one week 
in argument. 
Subsequently the case 


was tried before a jury and the jury 
disagieed. 
The case was sot for re- 


trial on February 9 and was submit- 
ted to the court on February 14. 
The 


decision of the court as handed down 
.yesterday was in favor of the defend- 
ant Coslett on all points, both law and 
fact; the court holding that while Mc- 
Kenzie had the most oral testimony, 
the law and the facts were in favor of 
Coslett; that no partnership had act- 
ually been consummated and that Mc- 
Kenzie. violated his agreement by not 
complying with its understood condi- 
tions in failing to put up his part of 
the money necessary for the prosecu 
tion of the work; also, that under the 
equities of the case, the equitable doc- 
trine of laches applied as against Mc- 
Kenzie, for the I'eason that the evi- 
dence showed he had not made the 
claim of partnership In good faith; 
that he had remained in the back- 
ground while Coslett was developing 
the least 
at heavy expense, and that 


McKenzie came forward and assorted 
his claim to an interest only when -he 
was sure Coslett had o rich lease. 


The. litig-ation over this case hat; 


been long aVid horcl fought on both 
skies and has attracted much interest 
among miners and the members of the 
legal profession on account of 
the 


many and complicated legal questions 
involved. 
H. R. Cooke, now of the 


firm of Cooke & Ayros, \\ as the lead- 
ing counsel for Coslett throughout the 
litigation. 
With 
Mr. 
Cooke were 


associated E. L. Williams and Bcnj. 
Curler, the latter which participated 
in the last trial of the case. Attorneys 
C. 13. Mack and E. S. Farrington rep- I 


resented the plaintiff McKenzie. 
' . 


The case will probably not be ap- 


pealed by McKenzie, as Judge Curler's 
decision was decisive- of all points o,t 
issue and left McKenzie's attorneys 
very little grounds upon which to base 
any hopes of securing a reversal in the 
Supreme Court.

NEVADA'S SPLENDID OUTLOO K 


T 


HAT the State of Nevada is now on the upgrade is 


too obvious to admit or denial. That the improve- 


ment in the business situation and the feeling of confidence 
•which exists, rest upon a substantial foundation is equally 
clear. 


The basis of the change which come over the state is, 


of course, the almost phenomenal mineral discoveries a-t 
Tonopah and the really hici'itorious mining' developments 
in other parts ot the state. 
The decline of the famous. 


Comstock seemed to take all the' hope and ambition out 
of our people. There was a more or less general assump- 
tion that the state was mainly dependant upon that won- 
derful lode, and that \\hen H was exhausted the prosperity 
of Nevada WHS g-one never to return.

older districts of Tuscarorn, Cherry Cieek. Pioche, Ely and 
vicinity arc said to be looking better than they have for 
years. 
Even upon the Uomstock conditions are improving 


and xuuloubtedly there are vaal deposits theie oC compara- 
tively low grade ores which may now, under improved 
metallurgical processes, be profitably tieated, saying noth- 
ing of the possibility of nev. bonanzas being found. 


It goes without saying, however, that the great discov- 


eries at Tonopah have been and aie the most conspicuous 
feature ot' our present prosperity. 
The&e developments 


have been oC a chartetei to yiclrl immediate returns, and 
fortunately most ot the returns havp thus far found their 
•way into the hands ot Nevada men—men bom, or at all 
events, ieait>d in the state, and who naluuilly feel that 
their future is interwoven with that of the commonwealth 
in which their lots have been cast. Accordingly we find 
them using the wealth already acquired to promote anij 
encourage further developments upon a mayniiicent scale. 
Every well-wisher of the state must bid thorn God speed 
in their \\ork, and rejoice in the largest measme of per- 
sonal prosperity which may attend their cffoiLs, 


The mineral wealth thus recently brought to light has 


encouraged business enterprises on many other lines. The 
farmer and the merchant have taken fresh heart, new 
railways, both local and interstate, arc being projected, on 
every hand \\o hear of telegraph, telephone, electric light 
and water companies with improvements of old properties 
and nev. ventures in contemplation. 
Carson is looking 


up; Lovelock, Blko and other tov- ns in eastern Nevada 
are growing rapidly, while Reno is fast forging to the front 
as the commercial metropolis of the whole region lying 
between Salt Lake and the Sierra Nevadas, Under the 
Nowlancls irrigation law we may reasonably anticipate a 
most substantial upbuilding of our agricultural resources. 
The one great drawback is the low price of silver, caused 
by unfriendly legislation. 
But nevertheless nature has 


been kind and bountiful to us, our people have been in- 
telligent, self-reliant and patriotic, and unquestionably the 
business skies of Nevada are brighter now than they have 
been before at any time within the last three decades.

THAT TAX REDUCTION 


T 


HE Carson News professes to be greatly concerned 


over the operation of the tax reduction law in Vir- 


ginia C'lty. 
Almost daily it shows its "sympathy" by 


nagging the old to\\ n about the shortage of its funds for 
municipal purposes, taking occasion always to lay the 
blame for whatever trouble may exist at the door of Sen- 
ator Nowlands. IE there is anything wrong in the state 
for which Mr. Newlancls is not responsible, the Ne^s 
seems not to have discovered it. 


The Journal takes it for granted that any trouble which 


"Virginia City may experience from the working of the law 
in question will be of minor consequence and brief dura- 
tion . It will not be a drop in the bucket compared with 
the tremendous losses which the Comstock sustained as 
the direct result of the financial policy of the party which 
the News so enthusiastically but illogically champions. 


Of course nobody attaches any importance to the in- 


sensate ravings of the News about Newlands having forced, 
•his legislation upon the statute books. 
Hatred of our 


junior senator is nothing short of mania with the News. 
Still, it may not be out of place to Indulge the casual re- 
nark that the charge as made is not true. Mr. Newlands 
advocated the general scheme of tax reduction, but mainly 
with i-eference to the counties. In his argument before 
the committees of "Ways and Means of the legislature he 
ctevotfed himself almost entirely-to county taxation. 


On the subject of cities and towns Mr. Newlands sim- 


ply said: 
"Now as to towns and cities, I would provide 


the same method. I have looked over the tax rates "with 
reference to towns, and it seems to me it is entirely feas- 
ible, and I would provide for a gradual reduction in their 


tax rate from one dollar on the $100 until if' reaches .fifty 
cents on the hundred dollars." He advocated the reduction 
in the most general terms without reference to the details 
of any particular bill. The latter woiald, of necessity, be 
looked after by the members of the legislature and, it was 
fair to suppose, with reference to the. conditions existing 
in different towns. 


More than this, the bill which the senator then pro- 


posed covered counties only. It did not mention cities and 
towns. Still further, at the conclusion of Mr. Newlands 
address he was thanked by the unanimous vote of all,the 
members present,'including a number of Republicans. 


But we are devoting too much space to this matter. 


It is enough to say that" the troubles of Virginia City are 
both trivial and temporary, and whatever they may be 
Senator Newlands is in no way responsible for them.

as their non-partisan opponents are solemnly pledged to 
do.

If men are as weak as 
that, an alderman who is a Presbyte- 
rian will try to make the city govern- 
ment religious. 
If he is a Baptist, he 


will want an ordinance to immerse the 
whole town. If he is a "Woodman, he 
will want every voter to saw wood.

body to scream.

sense and moral force to rise above

may hope for a better use

our 


funds, lower taxes and a better gov- 
ernment. The result will be encourag- 
ing to enterprise, inviting in strangers 
and comforting to' the inhabitants.
